Taking Beach Front 
\ 


Those who are spending the summer months at the 


beaches oftentimes include busy men of affairs from inland 
cities whose powers of thinking have been so attuned to 
their surroundings that they are unable to give up their 
analytical powers even though they are off for a few 
weeks' rest and recuperation. 


It is through ideas expressed by these men of affairs 


that a serious problem is brought to the attention of Cali- 
fornians in general. And that question is this : If private 
ownership of the limited beach frontage continues to grow 
as it Jias in the past few years, what will eventually be- 
come of the playgrounds of the west coast? 


Right now there are many of the most desirable beach 


frontages of past years occupied by private property own- 
ers, and this condition is becoming alarming. Except for 
the small frontages occupied by the beach cities, the grand 
old Pacific is being rapidly closed off from the general 
public. While this condition is being bemoaned, there is 
nothing being done to remedy it. 


Perhaps the surest and safest cure would be the con- 


demnation of privately-owned beach frontage and its 
dedication to permanent public enjoyment. Each year that 
such condemnation proceedings are delayed the cost mounts 
higher and after a few years it will become prohibitive. 
It was only a few years ago that vacant lots along the 
beach could be purchased for a few hundred dollars and 
now the cost is up in the two figure thousands. 
Think 


what the increase will be in a few years! 


It is this thought that is giving vacationists who think 


quite a little concern. For years these men of affairs have 
been going to the beaches and year by year they have 
marked the encroachment upon their beach playgrounds 
without thought of the future, but now that the compara- 
tive smallness of the bathing beaches with the wide ex- 
panses of the past brings a realization that a continuation 
of the purchase of beach frontage will soon shut off the 
plaj'grounds altogether, they realize that some drastic 
action must be taken to avoid any such calamity. 


For years the real estate men have been urging the 


people of California to buy beach frontage owing to the 
limited amount of coast property, and that their advertis- 
ing has been effective goes without saying when the higher 
prices and recently purchased property are taken into con- 
sideration. It was not very many years ago that the beach 
frontage north of Santa Monica was considered far too 
distant for any improvements, but with the coming of the 
Pacific Palisades a few years ago and the opening up of 
avfew tracts in that .region the beach frontage immediately 


"- ' b'ecame ••'Valuable", thereby turning -ancfrheir piece- - b - 


property into valuable beach frontage. 


This same development has been noted all along the 


coast, and many of the most attractive camping and fish- 
ing spots have 'been secured by private interests. 
Those 


who see these encroachments bemoan the fact, but nothing 
definite is done to save the playgrounds. It would seem 
that the time is now ripe for the beach cities to take action 
in extending the confines of their municipalities along the 
shore line as a protection for the future years. Inciden- 
tally, such action would be a good business investment. — 
Colton Courier.

The 
two extra hours are not productive hours due to the bodily 
and mental poisons of fatigue. It is simply efficiency then 
to use the previous seventh day, set apart by common con- 
sent for rest and renewal, and live up to its finest possibil- 
ities. Emulate the famous lord chancellor of England who 
used to throw off his robe at the end of the week and say, 
"Lie there, lord chancellor," and go home to his family 
and his hobbies. The man who works seven days a week 
is not getting any whore. Nor is he adding a dollar to his 
bank account that will not be demanded of him sooner or 
later to pay damages for a broken contract with nature.

That the ancient -Inca civilization 


in Peru possessed an adding and 
calculating machine has been re- 
vealed in the recent discovery by 
excavators of a knotted cord, or 
"quipl," in the ruins of a prehistoric 
tomb. 
The cord Is sixteen yards 


long and contains 100 knots. Di- 
vided into ten unequal sections 
these knots represent the odd num- 
bers from one to nineteen. 
The 


sections are of different colors, In- 
cluding red, brown, yellow, blue and 
green, and are separated by silver 
beads, which represent the even 
numbers from two to twenty. By 
using this simple way of counting, 
based on the decimal system, rapid 
calculations can be made.—Mon- 
treal Star.

It was done when It was necessary 
to leave the guns behind, to prevent 
their Immediate use by the enemy. 
Such disablement was usually only 
temporary.

usage. Spiking a cannon nowadays 
means breaking or carrying away 
part of the breech mechanism, mak- 
ing it impossible to use the gun 
without considerable repair.—Ex- 
hange.

Man-Made Earthquake 
It is believed that the numerous ' 


small earthquakes recently reported 
from the Midlands of England are 
due to the handiwork of man. In 
excavating lor coal and Iron the 
miner cuts away millions of tons 
~ot.rock and^coal antLpUes lit on .the 
surface, thus setting up all sorte 
of stresses. In July, 1913, dwellers 
near the coast of Carnarvonshire 
were startled out of their sleep by 
loud subterranean rumblings, while 
the earth quivered over an area of 
many square miles. 
It was found 


that a considerable area of land ly- 
ing between the Rivals granite 
quarries and the shore had started 
to slide seaward. The fact was that 
the waste of the quarries which for 
years had been dumped on this low- 
er ground, had proved too much for 
it, and had set the whole ledge slid- 
ing, producing a very good Imita- 
tion of a real earthquake. 


Tree-Climbing Fish 


In India there Is a fish known as 


the tree-climbing perch. 
Techni- 


cally the scientists call It "anabas 
testudineus scondens." By means 
of its fins and gills this fish can 
travel overland from one body of 
water to another. Its breathing ap- 
paratus Is adapted for li£e out of 
the water. Stories about this fish's 
ability to climb trees should be 
taken with liberal portions of salt. 
The United States bureau of fish- 
eries informs us that these tales.of 
its tree-climbing propensity "are 
heritages from early travelers and 
are largely mythical." 
However, 


the cMmblng perch has been known 
to work its way upon stones and in- 
clined tree trunks. This is as close 
as it ever comes to climbing trees. 
—Exchange.

C. King, orange sales agent, who 
recently returned from an inspec- 
tion tour of the United Kingdom 
and Continental European markets. 


Upon arrival in Liverpool 
Mr. 


King 
found 
Southern 
California 


fruit in excellent condition and be- 
ing distributed 
between 
Glasgow, 


Manchester, 
Birmingham, 
Hull, 


Leeds and Liverpool. 
Some of the 


fruit was trans-shipped to Hamburg, 
Berlin and Copenhagen. 


Mr. King reports a certain market 


for California navel oranges in Eu- 
rope in the face of extremely heavy 
receipts from Spain, Jaffa and other 
Mediterranean producing districts. 


Returning to New York. Mr. King 


was struck by the fact that many of 
those who were actively speculating 
in foreign lemons at the time of his 
departure were facing losses, in one 
instance as high as i-;250,000. Both

fruits were selling in New York at 
relatively low prices and excellent 
foreign 
lemons were selling from 


push carts as low as a cent apiece.

15 to 20 per cent less than last year.
